When questioned 
as tothe officials’ character for integrity who 
deposed as to the reputation of Sellers and 
Rrickey, he answered that he was compelied

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OVERY OF FRANCE. 
Low France } Has Recovered Her 
Military Power

Through Reorganization of Her Military 
System. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette.) 

In 1870 France took a month to concentrate 
250,000 men, and her reserves only amounted 
to 300,000. Now, if we look at the work of 
Captain Von Fireks, of the Prussian staff, we 
find that the French infantry battalions on fa 
war footing are 1,000 strong; the squadrons, 
150 sabers; the mounted batteries, 160 men, 
120 horses and six guns. In the way of troops 
ready to take the field, France possesses 396 
battalions, 296 squadrons, 397 mounted bat- 
teries and 57 batteries of horse artillery, 80 
companies of engineers, 4 railway companies 
and 4 pontoon companies. Total, 605,000 
‘Toot, 44,000 cavalry, 71,700 artillery- 
men, 28, 000 engineers, etc., of 
840,000 fighting men, 153,000 horses and 2, 700 
guns. Neither the staff, military train, ad- 
ministrative or auxiliary services are included 
in these figures. This host is divided into 
nineteen army corps, eighteen in France, the 
nineteenth in Algeria, besides five reserve 
corps. The nineteen army corps are composed 
of 34,000 men, 5,500 horses and 120 guns 
each: the reserve corps of 32,000 men, 4,000 
horses and 108 guns. These latter corps are 
formed of fourth battalions and fifth 
squadrons, and four regiments of marine 
infantry. It must be remembered that. the 
French regiment is composed of four bat- 
talions, plus two depot companies, and that 
the fourth battalions are destined to remain 
at home when the other three battalions take 
the field. The cavalry regiments consist of 
five squadrons,of which four only are mobile. 
In addition to the field army, France possess- 
es the depots of the active army, the wood 
rangers and Custom-house men, the gendar- 
merie, the territorial army and the 
reserve of the territorial army, which 
taken altogether make over 2,000,000 
men. Of course large numbers 
of these men are still untrained, and the re- 
serve of the territorial army can hardly be 
said to exist as yet except on paper; but in 
case of hecessity, France knows where to lay 
her band on every able-bodied man in the 
country not over forty years of age. Not 
only this, but every horse and cart in the 
country is registered, and could be requisi- 
tioned to-morrow in the event of war. With- 
in the last eight years the whole military sys- 
tem has been thoroughly reorganized. the 
principal changes being the intr reduction ofc »m- 
pulsory service, district recruiting forall but 
the active army, the creation of army corps 
and independent cavalry divisions and battal- 
ions of chasseurs; the coustruction of a new 
military frontier line to replace that which 
was formerly protected by Metz and Stras- 
burg; the constiuction of a new girdle of de- 
tached forts round Paris, to replace those 
over which the Germans bombarded the capi- 
tol; the substitution of the Gras for the Chas- 
sepot, and the entire renovation of the artil- 
lery. In fact, it would be hard to allude to a 
branch of the service whieh has not been re- 
cast. The cost, of course, of all 
these changes has been commen- 
‘urate with their importance. In

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IMPRESSIONS OF BANGKOK. 


The Venice of the East—Houses Afloat 
and Shopping Done in Gondolas. 
[From the New York Herald. ! 

Bangkok seems to be a city composed of 
ouses lining two banks of a river. It con- 
tains, according to some authorities, half a 
million of people, but census statistics in the 
East are not to be depended upon. It would 
not have surprised me if I had been told that 
there were a million ef souls housed in that 
long and teeming bank of huts and houses 
through which we kept steaming and steam- 
ing until it seemed as if the town would never 
end. All varieties of huts lined the shore. 
Small vessels, like the Venetian gondola, 
moved up and down, propelled 
bv boatmen, who paddled with 
small paddles, accompanying their 
work with a short. gasping shout. Wah. 
wah, wah.’ Close to the water’s edge were 
floating houses—houses built on rafts—meant 
to rise and fall with the tide, and which the 
owner could unship and take away if his 
neighbors became disagreeable. Most of these 
floating houses were occupied by Chinese 
merchants, who had their wares, crockery, 
cloths, pottery, bamboo chairs and fruits ar- 
ranged, while they sat squatted on the floor 
smoking small pipes, with no garments 
but loosely fitting. trousers — smoking 
opium, I suppose, and lookmg out for 
customers. Each house has an in— 
scription, on tinted paper, generally scarlet 
printed with gold—a legend, or a proverb, or 
acompliment. Chinese junks are at anchor, 
and as you look at the huge, misshapea craft, 
you have a renewed sense of the providence of 
God that such machines can go and come on 
the sea. The prow of each vessel has two 
large, glaring, grotesque eyes—it being a le- 
gend of the Chinese mariner that two eyes are 
as necessary to a ship as to a man. Boats are 
paddled slowiy along in which are persons 
wearing yellow garments, with closely 
‘shaven crowns. These are priests of the 
Buddhist faith, who wear yellow as a sacred 
color, and who are now on their way to some 
temple, or more likely to beg. Above these 
dense lines of huts and floating houses you see 
the towers of the city, notably the great Pa- 
goda, one of the wonders of the East. a mass 
of mosaic, marbles.and precieus stones, from 
which the three- headed elephant sacred to 
Siam and the transmigration of the Lord 
Buddha looks down upon the city, keeping 
watch and ward over the faithful. 
THE VENICE OF THE EAST. 
You are told that Bangkok is the Venice of 
the Hasta W hich means that it is a eity of ca- 
en the tides are high you go in all 
directions in boats. Your * ay is a 
canal. You go shoppi a boat. 
You stroll in your cov 8 paola lying 
prone on your back, sheltered from the sun, 
dozing the fierce, warm hours away, while 
your boatmen — other boatmen passing and 
repassing shout their plaintive “Wah. -wah.’’ 
You see the house of the foreign minister, a 
palace with a terrace, a veranda and a covered 
way sloping toward the river. Lou see a mass 
of towers and roofs surrounded by a wall. 
This isthe palace of the first king, the su- 
preme king, of Siam. Beyond is another mass 
of towers and roofs where resides the second 
king. Happy Siam has two sovereigns—a 
first king who does everything. whose power 
is absolute, and a second king who does noth- 
ing except ‘draw a large income. This second 
king oddly enough is named George Washing- 
ton, having been so named by his father, who 
admired Americans. F “nally we come to the 
royal landing and we note that the banks are 
lined with soldiers.

Ladies 
and gentiemen—As Chief istrate, 
and in the name of the citizens of D Debi: the 
capital of the Irish nation, I now crown Denis 
Florence McCarthy as poet laureate of Ire- 
land.“ His Lordship then took up a wreath of 
laurels, which suddenly appeared from appa- 
rently nowhere, and placed it on McCarthy’s 
bead, who submitted more like a man in a 
trance than like one who quite understood 
what was being done, The whole perform- 
ance was utter 71 unexpected by the assembly, 
although evidently rehearsed by a small knot 
of conspirators, who thus contrived to tinge a 
great national festival with a hue of that gro- 
tesque buffoonery into which, unhappily, the 
Lord Mayor quite naturally slides.
